TACT8 FOR TAXPAYERS. 


Though the Silver party originated 


the great movement in favor of the re- 
-o»onetizatlon of silver, which spread 
throughout the United States, and 
g*ve William J. Bryan 6,500,000 votes 
for President two years ago, there are 
some Democrats, most of whom were 
Cleveland men, who are now secretly 
leagued with the Republicans to de- 
feat the Silver men. Why this ia so 
can only be conjectured. It may be 
doe to Banna's methods, but whatever 
the case, it is so. As the Silver men 
and the rank and file of the Democrats 
agree upon the financial question there 
is no reason, except the secret alliance 
between some of the Democratic lead- 
era and some of the Republican lead- 
ers, why the Silver men and Demo- 
crats should not unite on a State ticket 
as they did on the National ticket. 


The Silver 
platform, which was 


adopted unanimously and which was 
reported by Senator H. A. Cornins of 
White Fine and Senator George Ernst 
of Nye, both of whom occupied posi- 
tions on legislative committees which 
investigated the State expenditures, 
contains the following: 
" We invite comparison of the four 


years during which the Silver Party 
has been in control of the State Gov- 
ernment with the last four years of 
the Republican regime. The expenses

lature amounted to $51,000, that of the 
last Silver Party Legislature, $29,500. 
The expenses of the Executive Depart- 
ment for the last year immediately 
preceding 
Silver 
party 
control 


amounted to over $38,600, while but 
$26,500 were the expenses of the Ex- 
ecutive Department for 1897. For the 
last four years of Republican manage- 
ment $8,000 were expended in public 
buildings as against $97,000 by the 
Silver party. And during the periods 
iu comparison, in support of the public 
schools of the State, the Silver party 
expended $377,000 as against $256,500 
by the Republican party. No one can

There ia no 
favoriteism. Contracts are awarded to 
the lowest bidder and not a cent of the 
pnblic funds ia expended unnecessarily 
or without warrant of law. 


The Ohief Executive of the State 


may have faults; few we know are per 
feet, but no one can charge him with 
extravagance in the expenditure of the 
people's money, or of dishonesty or 
corruption in the management ot the 
government. 


In reply to the assertions of the

The Assessor valued the main line at 


(8,500 per mile and side tracks at $3,000. 
H. M. Yerington, Superintendent of 
the road, also the Headmaster, ap- 
peared before the Board and aaked for 
a reduction on the ground that the 
road had greatly depreciated in value 
through the falling off in basinets 
censed by the suspension of mining on 
the Comstock and the consequent re- 
daction in wood and lumber shipments 
over the road, aa well as general freight 
and passenger traffic. 


After due consideration a majority of 


the Board agreed to a redaction of $500 
per mile on the main line and $1,000 
per mile on the sld it racks. The aggre- 
gate redaction amounts to about $25,- 
830 on the assessed value of the com- 
pany's property.
